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DERMATIC ANATOMY. 


PATHOLOGICAL LESIONS OF THE SKIN 


MACULES. 


Are small circumscribed discolorations of the 
skin, attended with very slight or without any 
elevation of surface, and are dependent upon 
either congestion, hemorrhage, vascular dilation, 
or excess or absence of pigment. 


PAPULES. 


Are small, solid elevations of the skin. 


TUBERCLES. 


Are also solid elevations, but are larger than 
papules. 


VESICLES. 


Are elevations of the horny epidermis cir¬ 
cumscribing small collections of serous or plas- 
mic fluid, in which we usually find a few Leuco¬ 
cytes. 



Are large vesicles. 


PUSTULES. 




Are elevations of the epidermis by underly¬ 
ing pus. 


SCALES. 

Are collections of the cells of the stratum 
corneum, which have undergone more or less 
pathological alteration.
